The man in question is Gen­ 
eral Thomas S. Power. who has 
just retired as Commander in 
Chief of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand. Back in April of 1959 Gen­ 
eral 
P o w e r wrote a book. 
“ Design for Survival,” which 
complained 
that 
the 
regnant 
military planners were w rong in 
their program for “ phasing out" 
the manned bomber in favor of 
complete reliance on missiles. 
Getting wind of the fact t h a t 
the Air Force had cleared Gen­ 
eral Power’s 
manuscript 
for 
publication, the then Secretary 
of Defense, Neil McElroy. ban­ 
ned the book. This. be it noted 
in all fairness, was not McNa­ 
mara s doing. But the muzzle 
on General Power was not re­ 
moved by the Kennedy Admin­ 
istration. 
General Power did manage to 
speak out in generalities before 
Congress at one point when he 
attacked the 
“ Maginot 
Line” 
thinking that threatened to put 
all our eggs in the single bas­ 
ket 
labeled 
“ missiles.” 
The 
Atlas, the Titan, and the Min­ 
uteman missiles, he said, might 
be 
rendered 
harmless 
by 
a 
sneak attack, presumably by su- 
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per-hydrogen bombs that would 
shatter the controls of Ameri- j 
* can missiles in thedr so-called j 
hardened sites.

You did not harm your child; 
by rocking him 
to sleep, 
and 
this could not have caused any ! 
retardation This must be em­ 
phasized 
to relieve your

; realistic guilt before you can 
begin a 
courageous and con* i 
Htructive program for the bene-, 
fit of your youngest child and 
> the rest of your family. 
There is much to be 
done. 
The problem must 
be 
faced 
J squarely, without wasting valu* I 
I able time waiting for 
him 
to < 
“ grow out of it.” By refusing to I 
accept reality, you are doing an 
' injustice to yourself and to all 
i four of your children. 
There are so many variations j 
and degrees of retardation that j 
every’ individual problem must i 


be evaluated separately. 
First, you should consult w’ith 
your physician and completely 
review’ the medical history 
of 
your pregnancy and the birth 
delivery.

Psychological studies,

of vital importance in the total 
evaluation of your child's prob­ 
lem. 
When 
all the scientific 
evi­ 
dence is accumulated and a con­ 
clusion is reached, you must 
accept it. 
It takes great courage to lib­ 
erate oneself 
from 
emotional 
blockades and embark on a plan 
of action. 
The retarded child should not 
be and need not be a discarded 
child. These children can make 
amazing 
progress 
with 
im­ 
proved 
techniques 
of 
special 
training, and are often found to 
be surprisingly gifted. 
With 
kindness, 
sympathetic 
understanding and proper edu­ 
cational direction many retard­ 
ed children can be taught to 
function happily in society. 
An attitude 
of hopelessness 
and futility can deprive your

The regular meeting of Mon-1 
day Club was held this week in 
the social room of Circleville I 
High 
School. Robert 
Welling- 1 
ton, speech therapist for C ircle-1 
Ville Schools, spoke to the group 
regarding the Speech and H ear­ 
ing Program in Circleville. 
He said that this program, su­ 
pervised by the State Director 
of Special Education and the 
local Board of Education, must 
meet certain specific 
require­ 
ments. It must have a full-time 
therapist and a work area with 
adequate facilities and m ater­ 
ials in each school building. 
The therapist must conduct an 
initial speech survey, and his 
case load should be between 75- 
100 students, in classes of not 
more than five (due to the spe­ 
cialized 
nature 
of 
the 
class 
work). He must make regular 
reports to his local and state 
supervisors and must conduct 
a Hearing Conservation Pr o- * 
gram. 
Every school child’s hearing 
is tested in first grade, again in 
third grade and again in fifth i 
grade. In a total enrollment of j 
approximately 
3000 
p u p i l s , 
about 5 per cent or 150 children 
will be found who need some de-1 
grce 
of 
a’id 
in overcoming I 
speech or hearing difficulties. 
Following this description of 
the local program. Mr. Welling­ 
ton explained the various types 
of speech disorders. He 
said, 
“ The development of a child’s j 
speech is a pretty marvelous i 
feat, and it can be expected i 
that, at some time, something 
may go wrong with this devel-1 
opmental process. Speech dis­ 
orders may be functional or or­ 
ganic. Of all functional speech j 
problems, 70 per cent to 75 per 
cent are concerned with articu­ 
lation: 
sound distortions, om -1 


missions, additions or substitu­ 
tions. Obviously strong rapport 
must 
be established 
between 
teacher and pupil before the 
gradual process of correcting 
these problems may begin. 
He explained that the other 
functional problem, 
stuttering, 
may almost always be found to 
stem from an emotional anxie­ 
ty or pressure, and may be pre­ 
ceded by warning symptoms of 
a nervous nature such as blink­ 
ing the eyes or inability to get 
a sentence or word “out” . P ar­ 
ents. working with the therapist, 
can be a great source of aid to 
a potential or actual stutterer. 
He said. “ As with functional 
problems, 
so 
with 
organic 
speech disorders, patience and 
understanding on the part of the 
therapist 
and 
parents 
and 
friends are great aids to cor­ 
rection. These organic problems 
include repaired cleft palates, 
cereorai palsy, voice disorders, 
speech difficulty due to hearing 
loss, and delayed speech de­ 
velopment. 
Mr. Wellington played sever­

Sales Ban Law 


Is Upheld 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) -The 
Ohio Supreme Court has unan­ 
imously upheld the constitution­ 
al right of municipalities to 
adopt ordinances banning door- 
to-door selling as a nuisance. 
The decision affirmed the 1962 
eonviction of Dwight Robinson, 
an encyclopedia salesman, un­ 
der a W'est Jefferson ordinance 
making It a nuisance for tran­ 
sient vendors to solicit orders at 
residence!. 
M a d i s o n County Common 
Pleas Court affirmed Robinson’s 
conviction in the village mayor’s 
court but an appellate court re­ 
versed on grounds the ordinance 
was unconstitutional. 
The Supreme Court, in tu rn ,, 
reversed the appellate court and 
affirmed the common pleas de­ 
cision. 
The high court termed the 
©rd rn anc e a local police regula­ 
tion, “ not in conflict with gen­ 
eral laws”. The decision added 
that the ordinance ‘ bears a real 
and substantial relationship to j 
the pubhc safety a n d general J 
welfare and is neither unreason­ 
able nor arbitrary” .
